With hundreds of millions of 
dollars in backlogs, Edmon¬ 
ton’s post-secondaiy institu¬ 
tions will have less money 
this year to repair aging 
buildings. 

Post-secondary institu¬ 
tions suffered cuts to their 
operating funding during 
the last budget, but they also 
saw cuts to the infrastruc¬ 
ture maintenance program, 
which helps pay for basic 
maintenance of things such 
as roofs and heating systems. 

The University of Alberta 
grant went from $22 mil¬ 
lion to $17.4 million, as 
the school wrestles with a 
$685-million deferred-main¬ 
tenance backlog. NAIT’s 
grant was reduced to $2.8 
million from $4.8 million, 
as the school deals with $60 
million in backlogged main¬ 
tenance projects. 

At the University of Al¬ 
berta, where nearly half of 
the school’s 500 buildings 
are more than 40 years old, 
delays on maintenance pro¬ 
jects are expected. 

“Essentially it will mean 
that we will have to delay 
some projects that are sched¬ 
uled for maintenance and re¬ 
newal,” spokesperson Biyan 
Alaiy said. 


While the school doesn’t 
yet know what projects 
might not go ahead, officials 
are looking at different ways 
to fund some of the repairs, 
Alaiy said. 

“It’s premature to say spe¬ 
cifically what project would 
be affected. We are reviewing 
the impacts of this and look¬ 
ing at possible alternative 
funding sources,” he said. 


NA1T spokesperson Frank 
Landry said the cut in fund¬ 
ing will force the school to 
re-evaluate priorities. 

“The most important pro¬ 
jects, whatever is at the top 
of the list, will continue to 
get done and the reduction 
means projects not deemed 
priorities or essential at this 
point will be delayed.” 

Landiy said the school 


focuses on health and safety 
issues and then looks at infra¬ 
structure improvements that 
will protect buildings over 
the long term. 

“There is a scale of things 
and some of the stuff at the 
bottom will just get pushed 
over to a later date,” he said. 

In an emailed statement, 
the government said the cuts 
to infrastructure mainten¬ 


ance came as a result of the 
harsh fiscal realities facing 
the province. 

ft also said the cuts were 
done on an institution-by¬ 
institution basis concentrat¬ 
ing on the schools that least 
needed the money. 

“Institutions in relatively 
good condition saw their IMP 
grant reduced more than 
others,” the statement says.

Students plan 
mass rally 

Principals across the 
Edmonton Public School 
district are warning high 
school students they will be 
marked absent if they par¬ 
ticipate in a rally scheduled 
for the Alberta legislature 
this week. 

Hundreds of students 
are expected to leave class 
at 11 a.m. on Tuesday, 
walk out the front doors of 
their schools, and get on 
buses booked by student 
organizers and paid for by 
the Alberta Federation of 
Labour. The AFL couldn’t be 
reached for comment, but 
its online event schedule 
shows participation in the 
protest. 

The buses will take the 
high school students to the 
legislature, where they will 
have a “mass high school 
party” while protesting cuts 
by the Alberta government 
to education from kinder¬ 
garten to Grade 12. 

“We decided and we 
realized that students need 
to make their own voice 
known,” said co-organizer 
Hayden Weir, a Grade 12 
student at Jasper Place High 
School. 

Weir said he decided 
to organize the event with 
friend Samantha Kennedy 
after lamenting budget re¬ 
ductions that have resulted 
in cuts to programs and 
extracurricular activities. 

Weir estimated more 
than two dozen buses will 
be sent to public and Cath¬ 
olic high schools to ferry 
students to the rally. 

Edmonton Public School 
Board spokesperson Jane 
Sterling said the district 
has asked principals to post 
information on their school- 
zone sites, stating the event 
is not being organized or 
endorsed by the district.

The Blue Jays are unlikely 
to come calling for Rathge¬ 
ber, but he stays on top of the 
play while interjecting the 
odd bit of colour. 

Patrick Cassidy, one of the 
team’s managing partners, 
said knowing Rathgeber’s in¬ 
terest, they approached him 
earlier this year and so far it 
has worked out.

The Guardian said it was

request. 

“My sole motive is to in¬ 
form the public as to that 
which is done in their name 
and that which is done 
against them,” said Snowden. 

The NSA has been col¬ 
lecting the phone records 
of hundreds of millions of 
Americans. U.S. President 
Barack Obama has said the 
programs have been author¬ 
ized by Congress and are sub¬ 
ject to supervision. “What I 
can say is that in evaluating 
these programs, they make a 
difference in our capacity to 
anticipate and prevent pos¬ 
sible terrorist activity.”

A scandal over state snooping 
on journalists in the United 
States is prompting media- 
watchers to consider new 
techniques to protect sources. 

Anonymity of sources is 
considered sacrosanct among 
journalists and essential 
to their safety, reputation, 
and ability to act as public 
whistle-blowers. 

But journalists are lagging 
behind when it comes to pro¬ 
tecting sources in the digital 
era, critics say. 

“There is a general lack of 


awareness (among journal¬ 
ists) about what ubiquitous 
surveillance looks like,” said 
Jonathan Stray, who teaches 
at Columbia University. Eveiy- 
thing from the websites you 
visit, the calls you make, and 
even your phone location are 
logged somewhere, Stray said. 
The same applies to reporters. 
Whistle-blowers are at par¬ 
ticular risk. A week ago, The 
New Yorker unveiled Strong¬ 
box — a secure way for people 
to leak information to them.

Canadian military 


Defence survey 
to shed light on 
silent crime 

Results of an anonymous 
survey to be released in the 
fall by National Defence 
will shed more light on the 
extent of military sexual 
assault, including what has 
been called the silent crime 
of male-on-male rape. 

Almost 68,000 troops, 86 
per cent of them men, were 
asked last year to voluntar¬ 
ily complete the Canadian 
Forces Workplace Harass¬ 
ment Survey. It asks their 
gender, years of service and 
rank, along with 100 ques¬ 
tions ranging from person¬ 
al harassment to whether 
they’ve been raped. It’s 
the first such survey since 
1998. Results could provide 
valuable insight into the 
extent of sexual violence 
in the Canadian militaiy 
— an issue that former 
soldiers and others say is 
rarely reported. The extent 
to which men are sexually 
assaulted by other men 
is even more cloaked in 
silence, they say.

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South Africa prays 
for ‘father of nation’

Anti-apartheid leader 
battles grave infection; 
in serious condition 


Nelson Mandela received vis¬ 
its from family members on 
Sunday at a hospital where 
the former president and anti¬ 
apartheid leader was being 
treated for a recurring lung 
infection, while South Africans 
expressed their appreciation 
for a man widely regarded as 
the father of the nation. 

There was no official up¬ 
date on 94-year-old Mandela 
after his second night in the 
hospital. His condition was 
described as “serious but 
stable” on Saturday. 

The office of President 
Jacob Zuma had said that 
Mandela was taken to a Pre¬ 
toria hospital after his condi¬ 
tion deteriorated at around 
1:30 a.m. on Saturday. 

The anti-apartheid leader 
has now been taken to a hos¬ 


pital four times since Decem¬ 
ber, with the last discharge 
coming on April 6 after doc¬ 
tors diagnosed him with 
pneumonia and drained fluid 
from his lung area. 

Mandela was freed in 1990 
after 27 years as a prisoner 


of white racist rule and won 
election to the presidency in 
all-race elections in 1994. He 
retired from public life years 
ago and had received medical 
care at his Johannesburg home 
until his latest transfer to a

Canada celebrates decade 
of same-sex marriage 


Ten years ago, their unpreced¬ 
ented wedding stood for hope, 
equality and inclusion.

In a series of increasingly bel¬ 
ligerent speeches to cheering 
supporters Sunday, Turkey’s 
prime minister launched a 


verbal attack on the tens of 
thousands of anti-govern¬ 
ment protesters who flooded 
the streets for a 10th day, ac¬ 
cusing them of creating an 
environment of terror. 

Recep Tayyip Erdogan 
made the most inflammatory 
of his speeches as he arrived 
in the capital, Ankara. Erdo¬ 
gan belittled the protesters, 
again calling them “capulcu,” 
the Turkish word for loot¬ 


ers or vandals. He made his 
speech in Ankara on an open- 
top bus, which then drove 
into the city in a motorcade. 

Anti-government protest¬ 
ers have turned Erdogan’s 
label of them as “capulcu” 
into mocking slogans, print¬ 
ing stickers with the word, 
scrawling it on their tents 
and uploading music videos 
onto social-network sites.

Apple is expected to reveal a 
digital radio service and chan¬ 
ges to the software behind 
iPhones and iPads on Monday 
as the company opens its an¬ 
nual conference for software 
developers. 

Apple hasn’t said what it 
will unveil at the Worldwide 
Developers Conference in San 
Francisco. But the major an¬ 
nouncements are expected 
during Monday’s keynote pres¬ 
entation. Last year, Apple used 
the conference to announce its 
own mapping service, better in¬ 
tegration with social networks 
and improvements to virtual 
assistant Siri. It also announced

thinner MacBoolcs with high- 
resolution screens. The confer¬ 
ence runs through Friday. 

This year, Apple is expected 
to show off a simplified look on 
iPhones and iPads. If the specu¬ 
lation is correct, it would be 
the most radical design change 


since the iPhone made its debut 
in 2007, showing consumers 
that phones could do much 
more than make calls and ex¬ 
change messages. 

This week’s event comes at 
an important time for Apple. 
The company’s stock price 
has fallen amid concerns that 
another breakthrough prod¬ 
uct isn’t imminent. Although 
CEO Tim Cook has said people 
shouldn’t expect new products 
until the fall, Apple is likely to 
preview how future products 
will function in its unveiling of 
new services and features. 

Monday’s highlight is ex¬ 
pected to be an updated ver¬ 
sion of iOS, the software that 
runs iPhones, iPads and iPod 
Touches. It will be called iOS 7 
and will come with new devices 
expected to go on sale this fall. 
Owners of recent models such 
as last fall’s iPhone 5 will likely 
be eligible for free upgrades.

Federalagency 
stopsi nvestigating 
deadly anthrax 

Canada’s food regulator is 
no longer getting involved 
in cases of anthrax, a 
disease that can kill cattle, 
bison, other grazing ani¬ 
mals and, in rare cases, 
people. 

The Canadian Food In¬ 
spection Agency says it will 
no longer investigate and 
quarantine anthrax-infected 
farms, collect samples for 
testing, vaccinate livestock 
or oversee and help pay for 
the cost of disposing ani¬ 
mals that die of the disease. 

New rules that went 
into effect this spring 
say livestock producers, 
with the help of private 
veterinarians, are expected 
to take responsibility for 
preventing and dealing 
with anthrax. 

Anthrax is caused by 
naturally occurring bacteria 
in spores in soil. The spores 
can become active during 
hot weather that follows 
heavy rains or flooding. 
Animals that ingest the 
spores can get sick and die 
veiy quickly. If the animal 
carcass isn’t disposed of 
properly, more spores end 
up in the soil.

Media will always have to re¬ 
port on the tough stuff. But 
we know that Canada is full of 
compassionate people, inspir¬ 
ing projects and stories worth 
celebrating.

Strombo brings style to CNN 


Network sea change. 
New mandate and 
management has the 
purveyor of American 
news looking to branch 
out into new territory 


It’s a safe bet that George 
Stroumboulopoulos will be the 
first male CNN personality to 
wear two earrings and a skull 
ring from a designer who made 
one for Keith Richards. 

Stroumboulopoulos, whose 
new nighttime talk show pre¬ 


miered Sunday, is more curious 
than dangerous, though. 

The show gets a solid time 
slot for its debut, airing after 
the season finale of Anthony 
Bourdain’s successful Parts Un¬ 
known. Then it will settle into 
a regular spot on Fridays at 11 
p.m. Eastern for the summer 
and, if things go well, maybe 
beyond. 

This is part of CNN’s at¬ 
tempt to branch out beyond 
news programming at certain 
times, represented most prom¬ 
inently by Bourdain’s show. 
The effort started before the 
arrival of new network boss Jeff 
Zuclcer — Stroumboulopoulos 


had his first contact with the 
network last summer before 
Zuclcer arrived — but the en¬ 
thusiasm continued with the 
change in management. 

Stroumboulopoulos already 
hosts a nightly talk show on the 
CBC, where his friendly style 
seems to encourage celebrities 
to open up. 

“I hope that people pick up 
something new about the per¬ 
son I’m interviewing and find 
out a way to relate to them,” he 
said. “I want them to find a con¬ 
nection.” 

For CNN, the show repre¬ 
sents an old style for a new 
generation. Stroumboulopoul¬ 


os, 40, said his interest in pol¬ 
itics was fuelled less by polit¬ 
icians than by listening to the 
Clash and Public Enemy. He’s 
eager to interview Snoop Lion, 
the former Snoop Dogg, on 
his show because he considers 
him such an important figure 
in hip-hop. 

Rap artist Wiz Khalifa, com¬ 
ic Martin Short and actor Keanu 
Reeves were the guests on his 
first show. 

Other confirmed interviews 
for the show’s 10-weelc run in¬ 
clude Betty White, Bill Maher, 
Sharon Stone and filmmaker 
Werner Herzog. 

The show will tape before 


a studio audience in Los An¬ 
geles. Stroumboulopoulos said 
he’s not gunning for the job of 
CNN’s other general interview 
program, Piers Morgan, and 
said he likes the way Morgan 
conducts interviews. 

For the moment, he’ll fit the 
CNN show in with a schedule 
that includes the CBC show 
(which airs twice in the even¬ 
ing) and a weekly music and 
talk program he does for a CBS 
radio station. 

“This is what I do,” he said. 
“I don’t even have any depend¬ 
ents in my life. I don’t even 
have a plant.”

New study. Our expert 
weighs in on a report 
claiming moms who 
work outside the home 
enjoy better mental and 
physical health

A recent survey found women 
who worked full time outside 
the home after having chil¬ 
dren had better mental and 
physical health by age 40 
than those who had not. 

This has of course raised 
interest, as one might assume 
that working full time while 
managing a family would be 
more stressful, and stress is a 
known factor in contributing to 
mental and physical challenges. 

It would appear that this 
isn’t necessarily accurate. Why 
would this be? 

Personally, I’m not entirely 
surprised by the findings. I 
think Albert Einstein had stay- 
at-home moms in mind when 
he defined the word “insanity” 
as “doing the same thing over 


and over again and expecting 
different results.” 

Have you ever been at home 
with young children? Have you 
tried to get them to clean up 
their rooms, pee into the toilet 
or stop hitting their sister? 

No matter how many times 
they are told (clearly it is not 
“nagging” when it is simply giv¬ 
ing them excellent advice), the 
outcome is often the same. 

Nothing changes. At least 


not immediately, and not with¬ 
out years of bribing and threats. 

Add to that the fact that my 
research (I drove around a bit) 
shows that there isn’t a big list 
moms can carpool to at the end 
of the day in order to check off: 
a) continued successfully rais¬ 
ing child, b) ensured food was 
edible and in good portion size 
and c) minimum health stan¬ 
dards were met. 

Many moms at home just 


don’t get to feel that sense of ac¬ 
complishment that comes with 
actually moving something for¬ 
ward and affecting change. Not 
in the short term, at any rate, 
and one of the most distressing 
things a parent of young chil¬ 
dren can hear from parents of 
older children is that it “never 
gets easy.” 

There’s no such thing as 
a performance review when 
you’re on the home front: ex¬ 


cept for the ones you get from 
snarly teenage girls who aren’t 
necessarily focusing on your 
positive attributes, as the ones 
in a professional work environ¬ 
ment might. Unless, “You suck” 
is now a good thing in the way 
that “that’s so sick” has become. 
(I dotty.) 

The reward system for 
moms at home also leaves 
something to be desired. In that 
there really isn’t one, except for 
the playground high fives you 
exchange with a friend when 
your kid wasn’t the one kicking 
someone else off the slide. 

Compare this to the work¬ 
place, where most employees 
can expect to be treated with a 
modicum of respect, have per¬ 
formance reviews which don’t 
include door slamming (to be 
fair, there aren’t any doors in 
most cubicles), and best of all, 
they get to take on new re¬ 
sponsibilities with the positive 
achievement of old ones. 

Being relieved at duties 
you’ve perfected is something 
moms at home never get to 
experience. Until the kids are 
the ones to leave home, that is.

There are around three million 
unplanned pregnancies eveiy 
year in the U.S., and though 
it’s an issue often associated 
with teenagers, a proportion 
of women this happens to are 
older, and some are married. 

So, Dr. Hilda Hutcherson, 


a Columbia University Medic¬ 
al Center professor of clinical 
Obstetrics and Gynecology, 
gives us a refresher course on 
our options for making sure a 
baby doesn’t catch us by sur¬ 
prise. 

Birth control pills 

You can still take them well 
past your teen years, Hutcher¬ 
son says. “It’s a safe option for 


women of all ages. Initially, 
when it was first passed, it was 
recommended for women until 
age 30, then it was age 35, but 
now most women can safely 
use it right into their 40s until 
they reach menopause.” 

Condoms 

“Condoms work great if people 
use them consistently and right 
from the beginning of inter¬ 


course. The female condom is 
wonderful. I thought it was go¬ 
ing to be popular, but it’s large 
and makes slurping noises dur¬ 
ing sex. The newer ones are less 
noisy, but it’s not caught on.” 

lUDs 

They’re convenient and have 
undergone major improve¬ 
ments, Hutcherson says. 
“Women stopped using IUDs 


because of infections, which 
caused infertility. But modem 
ones are smaller and improved. 
Even young women who 
haven’t had children can use 
them.” 

The morning-after-pill 

“This should only be used in 
emergencies and not relied 
on as a form of contracep¬ 
tion,” Hutcherson says.

that doesn’t mean you won’t be 
able to secure a job that’s right 
for you.” 

Khamisa and other experts 
share two ways for job-seeking 
grads to distinguish themselves 
in a competitive job market 
and work toward kick-starting 
their careers. 

Build a network 

Do you have any professional 
contacts in your area of study 
or field of expertise? If not, 
there’s no time like the present 
to start making connections. 
Attending industiy events, join¬ 
ing a professional umbrella 
organization or engaging with 
individuals working in the field 
to ask about key needs in their 
area — and how you can fill 
them — could help build your 
network, said Khamisa. 

“That’s the really powerful 
thing in a job search when it’s 
a tighter market — to get that 
face time with people who are 
in the field you’d like to work 
in.” 

Another good way to obtain 
information and build a net¬ 
work is through informal inter¬ 
views, said Bruno Castilloux, 
manager of career services at

He suggested researching 
the company of interest to craft 
precise questions before calling 
to speak briefly with a repre¬ 
sentative to learn more. 

Keep connected 

While many people will be 
keen to “jump right into job- 
search mode,” Khamisa said 
that’s not the best way to start 
a relationship with a potential 
contact. Khamisa said the job 
search should be a time of ex¬ 
ploration. It’s often easier when 


individuals are initially seeking 
out information and learning 
about a particular industiy and 
the needs of an organization be¬ 
fore hunting for a specific pos¬ 
ition, she noted. “Reaching out 
and connecting takes courage... 
and I guarantee you there will 
be times where people don’t 
get back to you or are just too 
busy or aren’t receptive,” she 
said. 

“But the magic happens 
when you persevere and you 
keep going. And eventually, 
you will connect with a group 
of people who will help you and 
support you as you move for¬ 
ward.” Khamisa added she once 
had a client who developed 10 
contacts through cold calling. 
She continued to keep in touch 
over several months and ended 
up getting three different job 
offers. Placing a phone call isn’t 
just limited to maintaining pro¬ 
fessional contacts. 

When individuals reach the 
stage where they’re submitting 
applications, a followup call is 
another way to show initiative, 
said Danielle Bragge, a partner 
with The Headhunters, a Can¬ 
adian recruitment firm.

Tony Parker had 13 points 
on 5-for-14 shooting for the 
Spurs, who were so precise in 
their 92-88 victoiy in Game 1 
but threw the ball all over the 
white-surrounded court Sun¬ 
day, committing 17 turnovers 
that led to 19 Miami points. 

Tim Duncan made just

The Spurs had only four 
turnovers in Game 1, tying 
an NBA Finals record low.

Chicago advanced with a 
4-3 double-overtime victoiy 
over Los Angeles on Saturday 
night, using a hat trick from 
Patrick Kane to eliminate the 
defending champion Kings 
in five games in the West¬ 
ern Conference final. Back 
in the Stanley Cup series for 


the first time since 2010, the 
Blackhawks are in search 
of another title to pair with 
their six-game victoiy over 
the Philadelphia Flyers three 
years ago. 

“Eveiyone has that drive to 
win the cup,” Chicago forward 
Andrew Shaw said. “It’s going 
to be a long road ahead here. 
It’s surreal. I’ve wanted this 
since I was a kid. I’m excited 
to get started.” 

Boston is rolling again 
after losing its spot atop the 
Northeast Division in the final 
days of the regular season. 
The Bruins have won five in a 
row and nine of 10, boosted by 
a familiar group of stars who 
led the way when they won 
it all in 2011. David Krejci 
scored four times in the Pitts¬ 
burgh sweep and leads Boston 
with nine goals and 12 assists 
in the playoffs.
